Berlin, Oct. 17.— The funeral of the 
late Count Ludwig Von Arco-Valley, 
minister of G^many to the United 
BtAtee, took place at 10 o'clock yesterday 
morning in the cli«p«l attached to Prof ee-

and dster, Baron Marshall Von Rotten- 
berg, secretary of state, and the mem- 
bers of the Bavarian and United Statee 
legations were prenent. 

The body was dressed in the red uni- 
form of a Knight of Malta, and upon 
the dpRd man's breast were the orders 
which had been conferred npon him at 
different stages of his career. The cof- 
fin was covered with floral wreaths and 
palms.

The last instructions of tlie count 
were given to his sister shortly before 
he underwent the operation which im- 
medlatelT preceded his death. The 
count askea her to express his heartfelt 
thanks to United States Minister Phelps 
for his unvarying kindness. A few 
minutes later the connt placed himself 
in the hands of ProfatMMr.Barran^um and 
his assistant* and inlk e y BitlMl vpcn for 
hernia.

Paris, Oct. 17 — A Toulon dispatch 
says that two small eteamern. each 
crowded with 200 passengers, collided in 
the harbor at that iwrt yesterday.

Captain Bowling telM the following 
story: "We left Rio Janeiro Aug. 85, 
with a cargo of coffee, for Balt im ore. 
He had beautiful weather up to Oct. 8, 
when we ran into a hurricane. The 
vessel was severely strained by bar 
rough usage by wind and water, and 
after being buffeted about for a few 
hours it was found that she had sprung 
a leak. The pumpe were in constant 
use from that day until Oot 13, whan 
they became choked and had to be aban- 
doned. All this time the vessel was in 
the midst of a succession of gales, and 
despite the hard work of the crew, the 
water gained i)erceptibly. 

"When the pumps became disabled, tha 
crew WHS set to work bailing the vessel 
out of the furohatch. Here they worked 
until Tuesday morning, when they ba- 
camo completely fagged out and 
dropped exhausted on the deck, one 
after another. Early Wednesday morn- 
ing it WHS seen that the ship would not 
keep afif)at much longer, and it was de- 
cided to abandon her." The boat was 
soon afloat, into which the captain and 
crew entiTi'd. They laid to near the 
Alice, anil after a few hours the 
schooner Warr came along and took 
them on board. 

Half an hour later the Alice went to 
the bott<^)m. The cargo of the Alice was 
insured, but the vcs.sel was not. The 
captain and crew savetl their personal 
efTectH. All show signs of their fearful 
privations, but are in a very cheerful 
mood over their timely rescue. They 
leave for Baltimore by rail tomorrow.

New York, Oct 17.— B. O. Dtm A 
Oompany'i weekly review of trade says: 
BiuineM thronghont the west and south 
if strong and improTing. At eastern 
CMxtrea there ia lets satiafaotion, and the 
^•speetad rtralts from th» hamitiiig of 
%tf cropa M* man alowly realized 
Yet the volnme of all trade, aa shown by 
payments through clearing hooses ont 
side New York, is as large as it ever has 
been, and for October may even surpass 
the nnprecedented record of last year. 

The output of furnaces in blast last 
October was 188,651 tons weekly, against 
170,949 Sept. 1. and 179,263 a year ago 
The largest output of iron ever reported 
was 183,846 Dec. 1. 1890. Yet this 
enormous production is maryellously ab- 
■orbad, for stocks of coke iron are not 
largar than a month ago, and of anthra- 
cite and charcoal iron a little smaller. 

The wool manufacturer is short of 
orders in the men's wear department 
though Chicago clothiers are buying 
more freely. But oa4he whole clothiers 
have not taken nearly their usual 8upi)ly 
of goods, and many of the mills are clos- 
ing. The deuiaiKt for dress goods is 
strong, and many new and superior 
qualities are offered, while knit goods 
are dull as well as carpets. The cotton 
manufacture is active without change 
in prices. The demand for copper is 
large, but a rumor of rasumption by the 
Anaconda put down the price of li^e to 
12.15 cents, and tin is weak at 20.10, 
with lead at 4.45. Th* market for 
anthracite coal is b«lt«r, Imt cinmlar 
prices are not realizad. 

The reports from other cities are almost 
luiifonnly encouraging. At Boston, the 
boot and shoe and leather trades are 
ouiet and domestic hides are dull. The 
demand for wool is fair at firm prices. 
At Philadelphia, mora inoniry is seen 
for manofacturiad iron, papa- is active 
and stroctnral iron in brisk deAiand. 
Trade in boots and shoes is satisfactory, 
and the movement of wool is small and 
woolen goods are dull. At Pittsburg, 
the daanand for manofactnred iron, and 
eepedally for structural forms is im- 
proving, but the coal strike continaea. 
At Cleveland, trade exceeds last year's 
considerably, and is brisk at Cincinnati, 
especially in dry goods. 

At Chicago the clothing and dry 
goods trades are active, and the move- 
ment of farm products large, though re- 
ceipts of cattle fall below last year's. 
At Detroit manufacturing is active and 
factories runniuf^ full time; at Milwau- 
kee, St. Paul, Mmneapolis, Omaha and 
ffansss City, busintss is very active, 
especially in lumber at Minneapolis, 
with advance in prices, while the output 
of flour is 195,000 barrels per week.agamst 
161,000 last year. At St. Louis trade 
is unusually strong: at Louisville, Nash- 
ville and New Orleans improving; at 
Montgomery, Charleston and Savannah 
receipts of cotton are very large and 
business growing, and at Jacksonville 
the largest orange crop ever grown 
promises improvement in trade. 

SpeculAti<m has not been very heavy, 
though corn and oats are sustained m 
the face of great crops, and wheat is a 
shade higher. Cotton is a quarter lower 
with sales of 727,000 bales here, receipts 
being so heavy that short crop theonee 
•re discredited, while southern prices 
are relatively too high for Liverpool. 
Pork products are lower, coffee un- 
changed and half • cent lower. For- 
eign trade, thoogk imalkr than a year 
ago, when toe movement ,waa extraor- 
dnary, is nevertheless Iaig«r than in 
wevioTU years, and the hea^ euorts of 
BNadstufls pruiuise furtiiflr rsmforce- 
arati of gpM. from Europe.
